In other words. If the central com- 


mittee decides that the candidate hav- 
ing a plurality of delegates shall be 
the nominee, and embodies this fact 
In Its call, that settles it. 
On the 


other hand. If it Is determined that It 
Is desirable to have a majority of the 
delegates In order to nominate, that 
fact should be placed in tho call for 
tho convention.

But tho Observer protests against 


the folly of making a scapegoat of 
anybody. 
Many Items discussed by 


tho Municipal League Involve 
legal 


questions upon which men of fair busi- 
ness talent are divided. 
For In- 
stance. It Is asserted that there Is no 
incompatibility about filling the dual 
position of city employe and alderman. 
It Is asserted that free rides, 
extra 


horse feed, rubber boots, extra driv- 
ers, kid gloves, etc.. are mere Inciden- 
tals connected with all city govern- 
ments, and don't amount to much In 
morals, although the law may forbid 
the expenditure. 
Tho reader will ob- 
serve, however, that tho certalnlty of 
having theIbllls allowed by the council 
and paid by the treasurer, never yet 
prompted a city official to greater 
economy.

A Hypothetical Case 


That an alderman can sit In the cap- 
acity of legislator and vote to let con- 
tracts for street macadamizing, and 
then-by some peculiar metamorphosis 
assume the role of city employe to

With the exception of the 


salaried list of city officers tho great- 
er portion of tho general fund of $10,- 
000. Is audited and PC III out on his 
vouchers, and the ward funds, amount- 
ing to $15.000, mostly go out by 
the 


same method. Thus we find that dur- 
ing the present fiscal year (not yet 
ended' tho general and ward tund ap- 
propriations have already been re- 
duced from $31.000 to $4.673.08. 


No Fiscal Year Proper 


Another interesting fact

People may call It "reform," 


or it may bo called "n political move- 
ment In city affairs," but the effect Is 
bound to ho tho same and good men 
for olllce tho main Issue. 


League Force Already Felt 


The moral effect of tills 
League 


movement has already accomplished 
more than was expected. 
Although 


less than thirty days old It has sot 
afoot some important and far-reach- 
ing Investigations. 
It bus aroused 


tho community to a realizing sense 
that reform Is necessary In city af- 
fairs. 
It has brought about publicity 


of the expense account, where former- 
ly all was mere suspicion and guess 
work on tho part of the citizens. 
It 


has called sharp attention to the fact 
that tho nscsssment of property on 
a hundred per cent basis doesn't les- 
sen the taxes, and that the city hall 
cost over $70,000. Instead of Its con- 
tract price. 
More than this. It has 


already placed a check upon loose 
legislation in city affairs.

Borrowing Money 


The observer makes no comment

funds since 1S97. until the general ap-

The League has a broader claim 
than this upon the community. 


The Original Purpose 
Decisions in courts of justice havo 


their proper place, but at the very best 
they constitute slow process for tho 
redemption of a city.

ing in the community independent of 
court cases and show a determination 
to stay by Its principles, no matter

LAW DECISIONS 


The Rights of Conspirators: 
An 


Important point upon which there was 
nod irect precedent was recently de- 
cided by nn English court on the case 
of Hex vs. Plummer, (2 King's Uench. 
339). as to the rights of conspirators. 
It Is thus expresseu In tho lieadnoto: 
"On tho trial of an indictment charg- 
ing three persons Jointly with conspir- 
ing together. If one pleads guilty and 
has Judgment passed against him. and 
the other two are acquitted, the Judg- 
ment passed against 
the ono who 


pleaded guilty Is bad and 
carniot 


stand." 
At first sight that seems 
a very 


•extraordinary state of. tho law, that 
a person may plead guilty to an of- 
fense.jmay be sentenced, and then, be- 
•cause some one else who was his part- 
ner In the crime Is lucky enough up- 
on a plea of not guilty to get ncqulted, 
tho self confessed criminal Is to go 
scot free. 
Tho answer is that there 


has been no crime at all unless more 
than ono person Is concerned In It, 
and It makes no difference 
whether 


tho person who pleads guilty thought 
that he was and the court which sen- 
tenced him accepted that view in lieu 
of proof.

Nearly every state has a sta- 


tute providing that a member or a 
common council of a city or village 
cannot lawfully enter Into a contract 
with tho municipality for his own 
benefit, depending upon authority de- 
rived from a vote of such council.

There were a number of boxes piled 
up there and as soon an they were 
once started, the flames were sucked 
up through the elevator shaft, which 
was a short distance away, onto tho 
flrst and second lloors.

shaft was a large pile of empty paper 
boxes. 
All this furnished material 


for a quick flre and a thick- smoite.
